was drawn, and pet the money, instead of which
he returned in a few minutes, with It marked
"eootl." This did not satiety Mr. Kobinsonand
while one of the clerks went to tho bunk to
make Inquiry of the Paying Teller, the man lelt
the office. 0. C. Montgomery, Paying Teller of
the Commercial Hank, testified that the mark
"pood" on the check was not done by him. Jo-
seph Wnlz, grocer, tcstided that he advanced
twenty-liv- e tlolliirs on a eity dollar check to
the defendant, which purported tj have been
drann by Jauics Collins, of Hpriug G' anion
Ftrect.

Mr. Collins testified that the cheek wa a
tirirei y. Janice Kiley whh reeiilled. and testified
thut n'prf'inlHKury note, with hia signature to it,
found in the possession of Watt, wna a forgery.
Watt was asked if he had anything to sav to
the 'harpes, and he replied that he did not writu
Ihe signatures to the checks, but he decliued to
say who did it. He was held to bail to answer.

CosDVCTon in TEoruLK. A conductof
of the Union Passenger Railroad, named (i.

She is
owned by Captain Harry Virden and others.
